Yostering pan-Germanism within the QeVp ranks, and tacitly approving ’
activities of a youth group which does not adhere to Christian principles
and would welcome the establishment of an organizaticn similar to the
Hitler Jugend. '

Source also believes that delegates to the Jugend Bewegung convention on

26 January will accept their leaders decision te break away fram the OeVP
and thus force the OeVP leaders to recconsider the Jugend Bewegung ultinatum.
He expects Chancellor FIGL will intervene on behalfl of the Jugend Bewegung

and mediate with QeVP leaders to prevent the Jurend Bewsgung from breaking
with the Party.
